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145 roles 
created by

ONE HUNDRED and forty five 
vacancies have been secured to 
help local people off benefits and 
into work. 

And 23 apprenticeships have been 
provided to help young people into 
jobs and prevent them from depending 
on benefits. 

Around 17 employers have agreed to 
create further roles and opportunities 
for local people who have been hardest 
hit by the government’s welfare 
reforms. 

They include people who have 
struggled to find work and are seeing 
their benefits slashed or capped. 

Families facing the biggest benefit 
cuts are being supported by the royal 
borough which has set up a £6m 
Greenwich Local Labour Programme 
to help them into work. 

So far 38 have started jobs with the 
royal borough in street cleansing, 
waste collection and parks. A further 
16 candidates have been interviewed 
for the next tranche of recruitment 
this month while 23 apprenticeships 
are due to start with Cleansweep. 

In addition, 13 people have been 
supported into employment with 
local firms while over 100 have 
been referred to GLLaB, the royal 
borough’s jobs and training agency.

Second tunnel is not the solution 


I NOTICE that you are 
promoting the idea of another 
tunnel under the Thames next 
to the Blackwall Tunnel, the 
‘Silvertown Link’, to take the 
pressure off the route north

Yes, the approach road, the 
A102 and the tunnel itself are 
often congested. However, many 
cars using this route have only 
one person in them - the driver.

• The council is supporting TfL's 
proposal for an additional tunnel 
at Silvertown. In recent years the 
building of the DLR extensions, the 
Jubilee Line and, to a lesser extent, 
the cable car has seen a huge 
improvement in ways to cross the 
river on public transport. Crossrail 
will be a further improvement. The 
council will continue to promote 
further cross-river public transport 
improvements but there will always 
be a need for vehicular crossings. 
Currently the lack of capacity at 
Blackwall is stopping growth which 
means a lack of job opportunities 
for our residents. As part of their 
design process TfL will address 
concerns about congestion and air 
quality. 


FURTHER to my previous letter 
regarding Woolwich Common 
and the cursory response in 
Greenwich Time (April 30), no 
grass has been sown and no 
turf has been laid. It would 
appear that Greenwich Council, 
although not the landowner, 
is not prepared to intervene or 
even investigate the matter. As 
for the MoD I expect they would 
probably be happier if the public 


stayed off the common anyway.

• THE council has raised its concerns 
with the ODA/MoD about the slow 
progress with the final works of 
restoration, and offered assistance 
to speed up the restoration. LOCOG 
and the ODA were responsible for 
removing all temporary structures, 
reinstating ground levels and 
planting new trees. After those 
works the MoD is responsible for 


the five-year after-care. The original 
decommissioning programme linked 
to the planning approval required all 
restoration works to be completed by 
March, 201 3. The replacement trees 
have been planted. However, the 
final grass seeding has not yet taken 
place - partly due to the bad weather. 
It is also clear that further preparation 
work is required before seeding can 
take place, which pushed back the 
re-seeding programme.

ExdTing news 
for libraries... 


LIBRARIES around the borough 
have been catapulted into the 21st 
century after being kitted out with 
new PCs and IT systems, writes Grace 
Lipski. 

The first phase of the royal borough’s 
£lmillion scheme in upgrading public 
PCs in libraries, started in December last 
year and was recently completed. 

The next phase will involve replacing 
staff computers, integrating the library 
management system to greater support 
visitors to the library and enabling a 
pro-active support environment, due for 
completion by the end of the year. 

Around 280 new PCs were replaced in 
the 12 libraries across the borough, along 
with the installation of new software, 
printers and scanners. 

Internet connections have improved as a 


result, bringing faster broadband speeds 
and greater online access. All the libraries 
in the borough now have wi-fi, enabling 
residents to use their own laptops and 
mobile devices. 

The investment is also part of the royal 
borough’s anti-poverty strategy to help 
local people find jobs, study and pursue 
leisure interests. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, the council’s member for 
culture and the creative industries, gave 
the new PCs a go at Thamesmere library 
last week. He said: “I’m very pleased with 
the upgraded system in our libraries and 
I think the range of technology available 
to residents will help enhance many 
aspects of daily life, from helping with 
homework to finding local events and job 
searching.”

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Tunnel vision

ABBEY Wood residents can learn 
more about the works planned 
for the arrival of Crossrail at a 
public meeting next month. 

Locals are invited to a public 
information drop-in day on July 20 
from l-7pm. 

It takes place at the Abbey Wood 
Community Group Centre, 4 Knee 
Hill, Abbey Wood, SE2 OYS. 

The event will be hosted by Network 
Rail which will outline the programme 
of works to start this summer. 

The rail maintenance operator 
is carrying out vital survey works 
as part of the multi million pound 
project that will link Maidenhead and 
Heathrow in the west to Shenfield 
and Abbey Wood in the east, via new 
tunnels under central London. 

During the drop-in locals can 
learn more about Crossrail, the 
construction timetable, changes to 
local rail services and details of the 
new Abbey Wood station. 

They’ll also learn more about survey 
works on roads north and south of the 
railway line from Church Manorway 
in the west to the area near Northwood 
primary school in the east from July 
15 to August 24. 

The works are necessary to located 
buried services and investigate drains 
by digging holes and trenches and 
will take up to three days in each 
location. 

Network Rail is sending letters and 
information leaflets to more than 
8,000 homes around Abbey Wood 
station this month and leaflets will 
also be available in local libraries. 

Steve Lord, a spokesman for 
Network Rail, said: “Network Rail is 
a key partner in making Crossrail a 
reality and we are responsible for the 
design and development of the parts 
of Crossrail that are on the existing 
network. 

“We apologise for any inconvenience 
these works may cause, however, they 
are similar to works residents have 
seen previously. We will be writing 
to residents again if any further 
significant works are planned during 
the summer.” 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for 
regeneration, enterprise and skills, 
said: “Crossrail is set to transform 
the area, dramatically improving 
transport links to the major financial 
and entertainment centres of

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The UK carers movement is 50 years 
old this year - and it all started right 
here in Greenwich. 

The woman behind it was the Rev 
Mary Webster, (pictured left) who lived at 
Woolwich Arsenal and began campaigning 
for greater awareness of carers and tried to 
get a better deal for them. 

She drew attention to the isolation and 
financial hardship women carers faced 
and in 1965 she formed the National 
Council for the Single Woman and her 
Dependents. She died in 1969 at only 46 
years old, but her legacy continues to this 
day. 

Carers Week began on Monday (June 10), 
when the spotlight turned on the many 
thousands who care for others who are 
unable to fully look after themselves. 

Each day at least 6,000 people become 
carers in the UK, and in the borough, 22,000 
people act as unpaid carers for friends or 
family members. 

The theme for this year’s Carers Week 
is ‘Prepared to care’. It is focusing on how 
carers are coping, and how the growing 
number of carers are supported by the 
government. 

The knock-on effects of being a carer 
can affect many things in people’s 
lives including: school or college work; 
preventing adults from taking paid work; 
preventing carers from socialising and 
causing huge physical and mental stress. 

However, all the evidence suggests that 
many carers don’t identify themselves as 
a carer and feel they are just doing what 
anyone would do, and looking after a loved 
one. 

In the borough, 9,000 people provide 
care and support for more than 20 hours 
per week - up from 7,000 in 2001. New 
legislation is on the way, with the Care 
Bill 2013 now going through Parliament. If 
agreed, it will give carers equal status to 
users of social services. It means they will 
have a legal right to an assessment of their

support needs. And those with substantial 
or critical needs will be entitled to support. 

The council already provides assessments 
in line with the draft legislation. 

Cllr John Fahy, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for health, adults and 
older people and said: “Carers with 
multiple responsibilities, such as working 
and bringing up children, while caring 
for an adult at the same time, are under 
particular stress. 

“Carers of adults with mental health or 
substance misuse problems often suffer 
isolation because of the stigma attached. 
And older people caring for a spouse may 
have their own health problems, which 
can be made worse by heavy caring 
responsibilities. 

“The royal borough wants to encourage 
carers to recognise themselves as carers, 
and come forward for an assessment of 
their needs.” 

Assessments will be carried out either by 
Greenwich Carers’ Centre or by a council 
assessing officer who will consider the 
amount of caring provided and the impact 
on the carer. 

Carers will then get advice and support, 
and they may be eligible for a personal 
payment to help ease the pressures of 
caring, and things like holidays, social 
activities, alternative therapies, or help 
with employment or education, such as 
buying a laptop or course fees.

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Caring for 
our carers 


Royal borough offers extra support to 
carers ahead of new government bill 


TEN years ago, baker John McAlonen 
from Shooters Hill took the life- 
changing decision to quit his job in 
Erith, and become a full-time carer 
for his mother Sylvia. 

"My mum had had two back 
operations and needed looking 
after," he said. "My boss suggested I 
could become her official carer, and 
a week later I stopped in Woolwich 
and picked up a carers pack. It was 
a big decision to make. It is now my 
full-time job." 

John is now 54 and fully able- 
bodied. His mother will be 80 next 
year. He said: "My father died 28 
years ago, I have no children, and 


my three sisters live far away. So 
it was up to me to look after her. I 
now do all the shopping, cleaning, 
and ironing. If I need to take Mum 
on trips, she has a disabled bus 
pass so she can go anywhere she 
wants. But I don't, and I have to pay 
every time. This can work out very 
expensive for me, but she can't go 
anywhere without me because I'm 
her carer. This makes her feel a bit 
guilty because she loves to get out. 
A freedom pass for me would mean 
more freedom for both of us." 

And Sylvia added: "I love being 
taken to Greenwich and to Canary 
Wharf. 


"We share out house in Aberford 
Gardens, and have lived here for 
34 years. I've been so happy here, 
and we've always had such lovely 
neighbours." 

John decided that adaptations 
were needed so Sylvia could have 
an in-and-out bath and shower, 
and a handrail to the front door 
outside. He said: "She was slipping 
on her back and having me over, so 
I got a shower with seat put in and 
handrails on the stairs. The council 
has been very good to me. They 
helped me with getting a grant 
for the adapted bathroom and a 
handrail to the front door."

GLLaB 
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G REENWICH Heritage Centre 
is going back to the future to 
celebrate its 10th anniversary 
on the Royal Arsenal. 

The centre was launched when the local 
studies library from Woodlands and the 
collections of the former Greenwich 
Borough Museum were united under one 
roof in a building in Artillery Square in 
2004. 

To celebrate, centre staff are launching 
a new programme of exhibitions and 
activities to encourage locals to explore 
the range of services on offer at the 
centre. 

They include extensive picture archives, 
plans, maps, newspapers, census records 
and parish registers. Anyone is welcome 
to do their own research in the search 
room and there are a number of staff 
with experience in different fields who 
can give advice and help you trace your 
family tree or research the past. 

One of the main aims for the coming 
year is to get more people involved and 
there are plans to set up a Friends group 
along with a new committee and get more 
local people volunteering to help out with 
exhibitions and events. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for cultural and creative 
industries, said: “We are very much the 
Heritage Centre for the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich and we want to engage with as 
many people and as many communities 
in whatever way we can whether that’s 
through volunteers, the Friends or 
through the exhibition programme.” 

In the meantime, the centre’s latest 
exhibition provides a good example of 
the way it plans to get local people more 
involved. 

The centre regularly hosts a work 
experience student from the University 
of Greenwich on their final year and 
this year it’s been working with Carolyn 
Ayers, a history student, whose area of 
study is the suffragettes. Carolyn used 
the research from her dissertation to 
guest curate the latest exhibition in 
conjunction with Heritage Centre staff. 

The exhibition, ‘Freedom of Spirit: 
The Women’s Suffrage Movement in 
Greenwich,’ runs until August 31. 

It’s based on the writings of Rosa 
May Billinghurst, a suffragette born in 
Blackheath to a politically active middle 
class family who played a pivotal role in 
the suffragette movement. 

Rosa was disabled as an infant from 
illness, and was in a wheelchair for the 
rest of her life. Despite this, she went 
on to volunteer as a social worker at the 
Greenwich Union Workhouse and became 
a leading figure in the Lewisham branch 
of the Women’s Social and Political 
Union. It was one of the major national 
campaigns for the right of women to 
vote, and she was a co-founder of the 
Greenwich and Deptford branch. 

In December 1912 Billinghurst was 
arrested for pouring acid into a letterbox 
in Aberdeen Terrace, Blackheath, and 
was imprisoned in Holloway for eight 
months. “She went on hunger strike 
almost immediately, and there was 
national outcry from supporters of the 
suffrage movement when she was force- 
fed. She was released after only a month,” 
Carolyn explained. 

The exhibition also looks at other 
prominent figures in the suffrage 
movement as well as suffrage activity 
that took place in Greenwich. 

Well-known suffragettes with 
Greenwich connections include 
Blackheath-born Emily Wilding Davison, 
who was trampled by the King’s horse at 
the Epsom Derby in 1913, and Plumstead- 
born Mabel Tuke, who was especially 
close to Christabel and Emmeline

Pankhurst. It includes artefacts and local 
studies material from the Heritage Centre 
collection, as well as force-feeding material 
borrowed from the Galleries of Justice 
Museum, Nottingham, and explores the 
impact of the First World War on women’s 
roles in the workforce - particularly in 
the munitions factories of the Royal 
Arsenal. The exhibition is supported by 
a programme of events looking at various 
aspects of women’s rights then and now 
with a few fun events thrown in too. 

As this exhibition comes to a close in 
August, the Heritage Centre team will be 
working with members of the Charlton 


Park Reminiscence Project for a September 
showcase on six much-loved parks and 
open spaces. 

There are also plans for an end-of-year 
exhibition on the changing faces of 
the borough’s iconic buildings and long- 
established businesses.

The records of thanks 
from around the world 


S TAFF at the Heritage Centre have 
won the gratitude of people from 
around the world for helping them 
research their local connections. 
Jenny Jeffress from Sydney, Australia, 
wanted to find out more about her 
ancestors who lived at Anns Place 
on the corner of Church Street and 
Creek Road in the 1 840s. The centre 
was able to discover that Anns Place 
was named in the 1841 census, and 
there had been eight baptisms in 
the Jeffress family. Thanking centre 
staff for their help, Jenny said: "I have 
family visiting there late this year and 
they were very happy to receive that 
information as they now have actual 
sites connected with our family to 
visit. We had a look at the churches 


on the computer and they look so 
beautiful. We are very grateful." 
Nearer to home, Ann Wilkinson from 
North London was keen to learn more 
about a family of shipwrights called 
Alfrey or Allfrey who lived locally 
between about 1 690 and 1 728. 
Searching through the public records, 
the centre was able to tell her about 
the marriage of shipwright Richard 
Alfrey to Mary Lugger in 1 690, and 
about other family members who 
were watermen, ships carpenters and 
labourers. There was also mention of 
George Alfrey a surgeon in Woolwich. 
The dockyards of Woolwich, Deptford 
and Chatham often shared the labour 
force so people moved between them 
frequently.

Lies true 
to original 

STEPHEN Fry fled the country, Laurence 
Olivier was sick and Barbara Streisand dried 
up mid-song in front of an audience of 1 35,000 
people. While actors often suffer from bad 
first-night nerves, what on earth is it like for 
directors? 

I found the director of Pack of Lies at the back 
of the Alexandra Hall, Charlton, apprehensive 
but still able to smile. "I just hope things go well," 
Rebecca Williams told Scene, "we had only seven 
short weeks to prepare." Having just starred as 
Daisy, in the Alexandra Players' previous play 
- Daisy Pulls it Off - she was keen for a chance 
to direct. The Players' choice of play - a fictional 
account behind the real life arrest of two spies - 
was perhaps testimony to her directorial style. 
"It was a collective decision, and the one we all 
wanted to do," Rebecca added. 

When MI5 asks the Jacksons to help spy on the 
Krogers, their lives are disrupted forever. They 
are sent spinning down a rollercoaster of violent 
emotion from scepticism to anger to despair, 
posing questions on the degrees of betrayal and 
whether it can ever be justified. 

The cast got to grips with some difficult 
concepts. Initially hesitant. Sue McGeehan as 
Barbara Jackson soon opened out, natural and 
at ease on the stage. Her husband. Bob, played 
by Mark Higgins was competent and solid and 
complimented his wife very well. 

Keith Hartley, as Stewart the policeman 
was occasionally uncertain but in general 
commanded his role. Louise Gaul as Helen 
Kroger played her role with remarkable poise 
and should take a lead role next time. The 
staging was excellent, the direction unfussy, with 
an interesting and ambitious use of narrative, 
and the production - in particular the lighting, 
extraordinarily good.

AS a child prodigy on 
the southern tip of the 
continent that shares his 
name, pianist Mervyn 
Africa had the chance to 
come to a prestigious music college in 
London. But it would be another two 
decades before he finally made the 
journey to England. 

The South African told Scene: “At 12 1 
was supposed to come here after I won a 
competition to go to the Royal Schools 
of Music. But my parents were afraid 
of having me grow up here on my own 
with another family, and thought that 
keeping me at school was best for me.” 

Mervyn, 62, would first land in London 
in 1981, as a 29-year-old. “I loved it,” he 
said. “It’s my world, and I’ve lived here 
ever since. It was only five years ago 
that I went back to South Africa.” 

He grew up in a musical household 
in Cape Town, and was witness to the 
changes that would affect everyone - 
including musicians. “I started playing 
when I was five years old,” Mervyn 
said. “I started playing classical with 
all the beginners, and was geared 
towards being a concert pianist. When 
Apartheid came in things changed. 
I was no longer able to do that. I was 
frustrated in my teenage days.” 

And since Apartheid finished in 1994, 
the music scene has opened up, says 
the pianist. 

“It has changed a lot. It’s more open 
and the musicians are not afraid of 
authority in the arts or whatever they 
yearn to do. They would be more wary, 
you couldn’t do this, you couldn’t do 
that - that’s what Apartheid was. 

“At that time you were quite limited, 
and you’d keep your best songs to 
yourself. Anything that was sparkling, 
that would encourage people to want to 
do the same was seen as quite a threat.” 

Despite the constraints, Mervyn 
and his peers pioneered a free-form 
jazz that was quite different to the

European style. “The African jazz 
scene is very much based on drums 
and single melodies,” he said. “When 
African musicians come out to 
England it’s about learning more 
harmony. There’s quite a difference, 
but there is a similarity too. 

“In an African set-up, even if it’s jazz 
or contemporary, it’s based on drums. 
Those are the rhythm instruments. 
In Europe there’s more harmony and 
melody, and less drums.” 

He plays a solo show on piano at 
Charlton House on June 20. 

He describes his musical style 
as African contemporary’. “It’s a 
mix and a fusion of quite a lot of 
other textures - classical, jazz, and 
African. I mix them all up to make a 
jazz format - to make it sound ‘jazz’, 
you know.” 

Mixing styles is one of the 
cornerstones of jazz, and the pianist 
reckons the new school are doing 
that better than ever. “At the moment 
with the young musicians, they tend 
to do it naturally. What we [the older 
musicians] were trying to do, it 
comes naturally to them. 

“In the Eighties here, you had to 
come with an original song, which 
was quite taxing, because you 
could not sound like someone else. 
Nowadays their identity sparks off 
in different directions. 

“It’s almost like they jumped the 
hurdles that we did in the Seventies 
and Eighties. The world now is so 
full of information - we yearned to 
have good instruments. We wanted 
to know about other musicians and 
other countries. It’s so available 
now.” 

Mervyn plays Charlton House on 

June 20. Also on the bill is the Tamil 
Dance Academy and tai chi demos.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply?

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme.

Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme.

Jenna wants to be ready for Rio

SHE’S a five times ABA boxing 
champion, the venerated Boxing News 
wondered if she could be “the next 
Nicola Adams” - gold medal winner 
at the London 2012 Olympics - and 
Sky Sports programme BoxNation has 
interviewed her. 

Sixteen year-old Jenna O’Reilly, whose 
sights are firmly set on Rio, 2016, is now 
waiting for her GB call-up. 

We don’t really understand why it’s not 
happening,” the Greenwich Starting Blocks 
star’s mother, Jackie, told GT. “Jenna was 
supposed to fight one of the GB squad girls 
but she pulled out a few days before the 
fight. It seems that none of the girls in the 
squad want to box Jenna. 

“She’ll be boxing at the Alexandra Palace 
on June 20 and Box Nation will be making a 
film on her for Sky. My husband is Irish so 
we can go that route but really she wants to 
box for GB.” 

Jenna’s 15-year-old sister is a GB gymnast 
also supported by Starting Blocks, as is 
13-year-old boxer Frank. Reggie, nearly 11, 
is also following the pugilistic path. 

Further proof of Jenna’s standing in 
the women’s boxing world came in an 
interview on an American website. She 
told theringside.biz: “I started boxing at the 



age of 13 because my cousin Leo ‘The Lion’ 
O’Reilly was a professional boxer. I tried 
other sports but boxing just stuck. 

“The hardest thing I have had to face 
is not being offered GB trials. I guess all I 
can do is keep winning. I can’t be ignored 
if I keep winning and beating the best out 
there! 

“I spoke to Nicola Adamas and Katie 
Taylor and they helped me believe never 
giving up on your dreams. 

“Hopefully, I will get to Rio in 2016 and 
win gold. I would then like to go to the next 
Olympics but I will 100 per cent turn pro!”
